It was charged that the Bank of 
Aurora, which closed last June, 
had withheld from the State ap- 
proximately $4900 of interest due 
on State deposits, over a period of 
about 16 months, and that $2900 
of this amount had been placed in 
a special account in the bank, 
known as the “Brunk rent ac- 
count,”’ from which payments, were 
made on notes Brunk owed the 
bank and on other obligations of 
Brunk. 

Brunk denied the charges and 
declared he had no knowledge of 
the epecial account or the purpores 
for which it was used, 

Ouster Action Thrown Out, 

Brunk attorneys attacked valid- 
fiy of the law under which he was 
suepended and under which an 
ouster suit was filed to remove 
him permanently. The Missouri 
Supreme Court, en banc, last month 
held the law under which the Gov- 
ernor acted was unconstitutiony'. 
The court ruled the only means by

will be relieved to some extent 
through action of the Democratic 
majority, in a caucus yesterday 
afternoon, in voting to allow each 
Democratic member three clerks 
and each member of the Repub- 
lican minority one ¢lerk. This will 
place on the payroll $22 clerks, ex- 
clusive of about 15 employes ap- 
pointed at the beginning. of the ses- 
sion,yas there are 8§ Democratic 
members of the House and 64 Re- 
publicats. Action of the caucus 
assures adoption of the resolution 
authorizing empleyment of the 
clerical force when it is intro- 
duced. 

The clerks are paid $3.50 a day, 
which is considered reasonabie, in 
view of the fact that many of the 
clerks have few dutiés. In fact, 
in some previous sessions, investi- 
gatorg have been unable to locate 
in Jefferson City all of the clerks 
carried on the payfoll.

The 
legislators also hold to the view 
that when the appointment is 
made by a clerical committee it 
does not constitute an appoint- 
ment by an individual member, and 
relatives thereby may be employed 
without violation of the amend- 
ment by the legisiator whose rela- 
tive is employed.

A hearing on the location of the 
new route of United States Highway 
No. 40 across St. Louis County, to 
be used as a superhighway, was 
conducted by the State Highway 
Commission at. the Chamber of 
Commerce today. Property owners 
have protested against the route 
desired by the State in the vicinity 
of Clayton and Conway roads. 

The commission took the subject 
under advisement, giving no indi- 
cation of when a decision on where 
to place the road would be reached. 

A detailed argument against 
the Clayton-Conway region routing 
was presented by a group of 69 
men of prominence in the commu- 
nity who are interested directly or 
indirectly in the ownership of 
property there, particularly in the 
residential section between the 
North and South and the Ballas 
roads. .-They were represented by 
Walter R. Mayne of the law firm 
of Fordyce, Holliday & White.

way. Rather, they said, the super- 
highway would destroy property 
values beyond the range of com- 
pensation or public benefit.

Harm in Heavy Trucks. 


Although generally, in urban sec-

sion of the land’s use impossible.

A report by the Downtown Im- 
provement Association on street 
ear rerouting was submitted today 
to the Special Committee of the

The association summarized and 
gave reasons for its objections to 
the Kelker rerouting plan adopted 
by the Transportation Commission. 
These objections were stated in a 
general way by C. J. Nooney, sec- 
retary of the association, at a com- 
mittee hearing Dec. 11 when it was 
brought out that under the street 
railway franchise the city has no 
power to compel the company to 
change its routings. 

The points made in the associa- 
tion’s report were: 

The Kelker plan does not 
check the decentralization of the 
downtown district. 

North and south lines should 
be merged and one of these com- 
bined lines placed on Broadway. 

The main shopping district 
should not be jeopardized bg 
routing the Olive street car& west 
on Pine street. . 

The Bellefontaine line should 
not be taken five blocks from 
the center of all activity in 
downtown St. Louis by placing it 
on Twelfth boulevard. 

Opposes Diversion of Traffic. 

Taking Seventh and Olive streets 
as the center of downtown activity, 
the report argues that undér the 
plan of rerouting suggested by R.

When a President selects members of a commission, 
not for their qualifications to perform their quasi- 
judicial duties impartially, but to rubber-stamp his 
wishes, is the Senate helpless to do anything about 
it othér than protest? 
Possibly the members of the Power Commission 
chosen by Mr. Hoover may prove themselves capable 
officers. Their first official act, however, in remov- 
ing subordinates whom Senator Walsh accurately de- 
scribed as “faithful public servants” is not reassur- 
ing. It was a mean, petty exercise of authority. It 
was inexcusably inept, coming at a time when every 
consideration urges tact, prudence and the avoidance 
of every avoidable dissension. It was pretty close to 
contempt for the Senate and for public opinion. Mr. 
Hoover charged that the Senate’s resolution was an 
attempt to place him before the country in the false 
light of being on the side of the power interests as 
against the public interest. That charge, we believe, 
may be laid at the door of the blundering commis- 
sioners rather than preferred against the Senate. The 
Senate is chargeable only with indignation at the 
conduct of the power commissioners and a desire 
to re-examine those men. In the metaphor of legal 
procedure, the Senate is a prosecuting witness, per- 
haps, or even a prosecutor, but the defendants on 
trial are the three power commissioners. 
Surely, the deportment of these commissioners 
raises a doubt as’to their competency. Theirs is a 
tremendously important office. To them has been 
intrusted the solemn duty of developing our power 
policy. The office calls for men of experience in 
large affairs, some technical training, great judgmeut 
and enlightened devotion to the public welfare. If 
they have revealed themselves lacking in those qual- 
ities, or of chilling the public’s confidence in their 
capacity, their appointment is, obviously, a mistake, 
and, obviously, this is the time to correct that mis- 
take. ' 

In the opinion of the Post-Dispatch, the official 
acts of the members of Federal commissions created 
by Congress and appointed with the Senate’s consent 
are continuously a proper subject for the Senate's 
supervision, and their tenure of office should depend 
on the character of their official service. We believe, 
further, that when the law creating a Federal com- 
mission is evaded by the abuses of the appointive 
power, Congress, in self-respect and in behalf of the 
public welfare, is justified in repealing the act and 
disbanding the commission. 

The misuse of official power, whether behind a 
constable’s star or under the roof of the Whit® House, 
is equally offensive. 
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HOW QUAINT. 
The Manchester Guardian notes with disquietude 
that “in seven capital crimes in the past year the 
murderer remains undetected.” How strangely quaint 
it seems that a newspaper should “view with alarm” 
seven unsolved murders in England, whose popula- 
tion is some 40,000,000. Any sizable American city 
can equal that record within its own boundaries, 
while cities like Chicago and New York, where mur- 
der is a highly organized industry, far surpass it. In 
the past two or three weeks, five gangsters have been 
killed in or near St. Louls whose murderers are un- 
detected, which is five-sevenths of England’s record 
for an entire year. ‘ 
POLICE RADIO FOR ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 

Faced by an alarming increase in holdups and 
other forms of outlawry on St. Louis County roads, 
Sheriff Lill comes forward with a timely plan for 
equipping his deputies’ cars with radio. Police in 
many cities, including St. Louis, have had notable 
success in the pursuit of criminals by means of in- 
formation carried instantaneously to cruising auto- 
mobiles by radio broadcast. Chief Gerk, in account- 
ing for the city’s reduction in major crime last year, 
gave particular credit to the new radio system. 

The crime problems of the county, while similar 
to those of the city, are magnified by having an 
inadequate force to patrol a populous district with 
considerable motor traffic. The county has nearly 
500 square miles of territory, policed by only 20

The water power act is under fire from 
several directions. The Clarion River Power 
Co. has asked an injunction in the courts 
of the District of Columbia to test the extent 
of the Federal Power Commission’s au- 
thority under it. A second court test is in 
the making through refusal of the Ap- 
palachian Electric Powér Co. to recognize 
the right of the commission to supervise 
its hydro-electric project on New River, Va. 

Other attacks have been made from 
within the Government. The Attorney- 
General has written an opinion in which 
he suggests the possibility of “serious ques- 
tions regarding the constitutionality” of the 
Federal water power act. The same opinion 
outlined a technical way by which the 
Power Commission might put aside the pro- 
visions of the act and give the Appalachian 
company the right to go ahead with its 
project free of all Federal regulation.

The Clarion River Co. case is concerned 
with the right of the Power Commission to 
audit accounts of construction work on 
projects it licenses, and to make determina- 
tion of the net investment in each.

NAMEL paint has a hard, 
FE smooth surface, and docs not 

hold dust as other paints do, 
but, of course, in due time it must 
be cleansed, especially if spots and 
stains appear. Do not try to fre- 
move these with soap and water, 
Soap will dull the enamel, and suc- 
cess in cleaning wood surfaces de- 
pends upon using the smaliest 
amount of water, so just wring «a 
woolen or cotton flannel cloth out 
of hot water and rub with this, 
then follow with a clean, dry cloth. 
The hot water will dissolve grease 
and readily free dirt, but will not 
harm the gloss. 

If very dirty it may be necessary 
to Use & scourer, but this should be 
very fine and must be applied light- 
ly so as not to ecratch the surface. 
Baking soda or whiting are good. 
Wring the flannel cloth from hot
